Campbell assays the architecture wars 


“Boston seems to fall naturally 
into warring factions — 
Yankees/Irish, Town/Gown, 
Starbucks/Peets,” notes Pulitzer 
Prize-winning architecture crit- 
ic Robert Campbell FAIA.

Design firm finances are 
analyzed in new report 


For the past 18 years, the Cambridge public account- 
ing and consulting firm of Tofias PC has been survey- 
ing the metropolitan Boston architecture profession 
annually to track historical trends and to translate 
financial data into an assessment of the current status 
and future outlook for our industry. 


Tofias has just published its latest installment of this 
effort titled Architectural Survey 2003/An Analysis of 
Key Industry Statistics. In a variety of tables and 
graphs, the report focuses on overhead issues, direct- 
labor use rates, billing rates, multipliers, profit calcu- 
lations, gross margin analyses, key balance-sheet 
ratios and more. The survey data are based on 2002 
financial information provided by 24 metropolitan

Dialogue XIII: 


Career advancement improves 
for women and minorities 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion about issues of significance. 


According to a report released in November by the 
AIA, there has been a significant increase in career 
advancement opportunities in the past two years for 
women and minorities working in the American 
architecture profession. This is one of the major find- 
ings revealed in this study, which is conducted every 
three years to examine issues related to business con- 
ditions of architecture firms in this country. 


Published a week before the BSA/AIA national con- 
ference on diversity at Build Boston in November, 
these findings were of special interest to the hundreds 
of industry professionals at the conference. The study 
notes that the number of women in architecture 
increased from 20% of the profession in 1999 to 
27% in 2002 and the number of racial and ethnic 
minorities in the profession increased from 9% to 
17% in the same period. In another measure of 
improvement, the number of women serving as prin- 
cipals and partners in American architecture firms 
grew from 11% in 1999 to 21% in 2002 and the 
same measurement for racial and ethnic minorities 
doubled from 5% in 1999 to 11% in 2002. 


This survey report — titled “The Business of 
Architecture: The 2003 AIA Firm Survey” — also 
presents a range of information on changes in archi- 
tecture firm billings, the scope of services offered by 
design firms, the size of design firms, the construc- 
tion sectors served by design firms and a good deal 
more.

As the charts above reflect, only about 45% of the 
BSA’s income is generated by members’ dues; the bal- 
ance is user fees and other program and service 
income. This low proportion of dues income is 
unusual and reflects the extraordinary effectiveness of 
BSA programming in generating revenue and 
enabling the BSA to function efficiently and effec- 
tively without significant annual dues increases.

A functional definition of a “green” build- 
ing, life-cycle assessment, the problems of determin- 
ing costs, the price of energy, the value of pollution 
associated with energy, the cost-effectiveness of water 
conservation and demand-reduction strategies, the 
retail cost of disposal and diversion, insurance bene- 
fits of green buildings and other issues are at the core 
of a report released last October by a task force of 
over 40 California state government agencies.
